No Direct Proof That Contents of Bordereau 


Were Sent Abroad. Dreyfus Makes 


Emphatical Denial of Accusations 


Rennes, Aug. 19—There was no special 


incident this morning at the opening of 
the Dreyfus trial, Major Cuignet, for- 
merly attache to the minister of war 
declared he was convinced of the pris- 
oner's guilt.

He said this 
conviction of guilt was based on three 
grounds: The contessions to Captain 
Lebrun-Renauit, trunical nature of the 
contents of the bordereau and the re- 
sults of the examination of the secret 
dossier. He adds to this the evidence 
of the expert, Bertillon, and, as in- 
direct proof, the means employed by 
the Dreyfus family to secure the pris- 
oner's rehabilitation. 
He protested, 


that the campaign had been under- 
taken against truth, justice and coun- 
try. 


Denied Under Pressure 


He said if the people would not believe 


the confession made by Captain Le- 
brun-Renault they would not believe 
human 
testimony. 
Referring 
to

his allies, the denial might have been 
imposed on him. 


Schneider'* Letter 


Paris, Aug. 19—The papers are full 


of comments on Colonel Schneider's tel- 
egram. The Rennes corerspondent of 
the Petit Bleu say: "General Mercier 
will protest against the allegation that 
the letter is a forgery. He declares it 
is authenticated by comparison with 
other documentsfrom the same source." 


The figaro says: "Genera! Mercier's 


only way to prove good faith is to 
name the person who gave him the 
document, and prove that this person 
got it in a legitimate way." 


I»e Clam Not Present 


Amid a buzz of excitement the name 


of Major Du Paty De Clam was called, 
whereupon Major Carriere said 
the 


presence necessary to the court mar- 
tial was not present. 
General De 


oisdeffre, former chief of the general 
staff of the French army was called. He 
believed the alleged confessions made 
by Dreyfus at the first court martial 
to be genuine. He never ordered Colonel 
Picquart to convey an eniveifjpe to 
Colonel Manuel. The general, towards 
the close of his evidence remarked: 


De BoIndelFre Sennalion 


"I am convinced of the guilt of Drey- 


fus and this conviction is as strong 
today as ever. (Sensatioru) I regard it 
as abominable to have endeavored to 
substitute for him a man. of straw, 
however disreputable he may have 
been, and whatever his offenses1, which 
in any case would lessen the guilt of 
Dreyfus. Esterhazy is always telling 
lies,"

General Gonse followed and main- 


tained the guilt of the prisoner. He de- 
clared the Henry forgery was known a 
week before the confession.

Picquart recalled minor explanations 
and was followed by General Billot in 
rebuttal. The court adjourned at noon.

Colonel Picquart against the grain, and 
often begged him not to be diffuse, not 
to speak so much about his own con- 
cerns, but to keep to the Dreyfus affair. 
Picquart respectfully accepted these re- 
proofs, saying that he only spoke of his 
own concerns in order to vindicate his 
character, and to prove himself a credi- 
ble witness. He =pent two hours Thurs- 
day and four hours yesterday in giving 
evidence, and remains 
the guardian 


ajigel of Dreyfus, standing between him 
and the implacably enemies who sit on 
the front seat of the witnesses. 


The colonel gave his testimony in the 


same loud, fearless tone of voice.

commenced by declarioj that he thought 
it necessary to reply immediately to 
General Roget's veritable arraignment 
of him while on the stand. At the out- 
set of Colonel Picquart's remarks, Gen- 
eral Roget interposed and said he would 
reply to th^n. 


Continuing, Colonel Picquart proceed-

thaais in force in the Bay state. 
There 


has. naturally, always been a good deal 
of rivalry between the Fall Kiver mills 
and those on this side of the state line, 
and the question as to how a shut-down 
or the bringing: about of a'curtailment 
'of product in any way would bf met by 
the mills he.re has always entered into 
the discussions of the Fall River treas- 
urers when' methods for bettering the 
Industry have been talked over between 
them. 


But, while Rhode Island cotton man- 


ufacturers are interested in everything 
that concerns the industry in Fall River, 
they have not yet beea brought to se- 
riouMy cov-aidsr what effect the prob- 
able amalgamation of the factories in 
that city would have on their own fu- 
ture. 
Some of the smaller mill men- 


were inclined to believe that, after the 
syndicate promoters had secured the 
Fall River mills, they might turn their 
attention to the Rhode Island plants. 
However this may be, it is stated that, 
so far as known, no Rhode Island man- 
ufacturer has as yet been approached 
by representatives of the syndicate.

At the office of Robert Knight it was 


definitely stated that nothing what- 
ever was known of an attempt to bring: 
Rhode Island mills under the control of 
the syndicate. 


At several other mill offices in this 


city the report was that up to this time 
the subject had not been broached, al- 
though there had been talk of it heard 
on the street. 
In general, the mill men 


seemed to think that the promoters 
might succeed in making a successful 
combination in Fall River, but would 
find the many conflicting interests in 
Rhode Island far more difficult to handle 


"Any combination of today that is to 


succeed must purchase the plants at 
the market price," said a mill man, "and 
it is doubtful if any of the mill men who 
are running their plants at a profit today 
care to sell at tha.t figure. In order to 
buy the plants here in Rhode Islf,ndvthe 
price offered would have to ba aqua! to 
their earning capacity; in otfcer words, 
the intangible assets would j?ave to be 
paid for, as well as a fair valuation of 
the machinery. 
Iftow, many of the mills 


running today are not up to date on ma- 
chinery, and it would not be good busi- 
ness for any trust to buy up a lot of 
old machinery at an advanced valua- 
tion, because with new machinery a 
better mill could be built at a lower 
cost, and up-to-date machinery is re- 
quired in the business today in order to 
make a profit on cotton cloth." 


About (he Fall River Mills. 
• 


Fall River, Mass.. Aug. 19.—The figures 


p'repared by the English syndicate are 
regarded as accurate as to the relative 
values of the" mills to be bought by the 
combine. A strong- opposition, as ex- 
pected, is coming from mill treasurers, 
brokers and middle men. Their argu- 
ments 'are- largely personal ones. The 
general concern lies in the probable 
movements of the trust once it gets the 
local mills in hand. In view of the pros- 
pects of the combine going through all 
mill stocks have been withdrawn from 
the hands of brokers, and prices of cloth 
are stiffening. The stock of the corpor- 
ations being reached for is $17,893,000, and 
the offer is 522,672,000. About 2,157,000 
spiiidles' are represented,' so that the 
offer is over $10 a spindle. The possible 
savings, as figured, amount to about 
{1,500,000, without considering a reduc- 
tion of the salary list which may follow 
in the? ivent of concentration.

l,iv Armenian at Fitchburg Charged With Mur- 


der of His Broiher-ln-Law. 


Fitchburg, Mass., Aug. 19.—The body 


of an Armenian named Mahan Hartinian 


w'as 
found Friday morning on Ashburn- 


ham'-street, pear the Mclnti're road. 
His(brother-in-law, Karap Copegian; is 
under arrest, charged with murder. 


Hartinian worked in the Cleghorn 


mills, and was. seen going home from 
work about 7 o'clock Thursday evening. 
A few minutes before that hour an- 
other Armenian- was se.en going in that 
tame direction'. On the Robinson farm 
livei a colony of a'bout 18 Armenians, of 
which Hartinian was the head. 
He 


married a. sister of Copegian's, and for 
Borne time there has been trouble be- 
tween, Hartinian and his brother-in- 
law. 
This finally resulted in Copegian 


and his wife being ordered away from 
the colony, and Gopegiari is said to have 
sworn vengeance., in 
true Armenian 


style. 


Mrs. 
Hartinian, remembering the fam- 


ily troubles, at cjTce suspected her own 
brother, Copegian, of the murder, and 
drove tn the police station and reported 
the crime. She named her brother as 
the probable assailant, told where he 
lived and an officer went to his home and 
placed him under arrest. 


Copegian speaks no English and takes 


the matter very cooly. He was ar- 
raigned in court today and the case was 
continued, pending the result of the 
autopsy. 


Walter Holman, who lives on Ash- 


burnham street, saw two Armenians 
sroins: past his house Thursday evening. 
One He identifies as the dead man and 
th e other as Copegian. Other people saw 
them pass, but have not yet been called 
on to identify the men. 


The police are Inclined to think that 


the- two ,had a, row in the road and that 
Hartinian got the worst of it, as he was 
somewhat the smaller man. The assault 
was committed with a small club, which, 
covered with blood, was found near the 
body.

Shamrock Arrives at New York—Was Towed 


Two Thousand Miles. 


New Tork, 'Aug. 19.—Cvt> challenger 


Shamrock, towed by a tug and followed 
by Sir Thomas Lipton's private staam 
yacht Erin, arrived in New York har- 
bor yesterday and proceeded directly to 
quarantine. There both vessels were 
boarded by an officer and promptly 
cleared. 
_Jn the trip acros» the Atlantic the 


Shamrock carried a loose-footed main- 
sail of heavy canvas, having beslc'es 
three sets of reef points a "bonnet" in 
the foot of it. Her jibstay sets up with 
a turnbuckle to the end of a bowsprit, 
extending not more than four feet out- 
board. No gaff was carried on 
the 


jigger mast, the sail being of the leg-of-; 
mutton type. Straight as a reed and 
very strong is the Shamrock's main- 
mast. It is held by three steel wire 
shrouds on each side, set up with turn- 
buckles. 


A great deal of the green paint has 


been washed off the bows of the yacht 
where she pounded In the heavy swells, 
leaving her bronze plates bare, and 
showing the fine rivetting work done by 
the builders. Besides a big lapstreak 
the cutter carried on a pair of flat brass 
davits, the Shamrock carried two col- 


lapsible "lifeboats on deck.' "Her long 
tiller with which she was steered is cov- 
ered with canvas. 
, Conspicuous on 
the 
yacht's deck 


amidships, between the skylights and 
waterways, are four very large hard- 
wood cleats, secured by brass bolts. 
There are two on each side. Presum- 
ably on% is used for belaying the main 
sheet and one for the forestaysail sheet. 
Two smaller wooden cleats, forward of 
those named, are for the jib sheets. 


The deck itself is of steel, covered at 


present with tarred canvas. There are 
fore and aft battens like those used on 
Columbia and Defender to prevent the 
crew from sliding overboard during a 
race. 


The crew are a sturdy looking lot of 


Scotch and Englishmen. They wore 
blue jerseys, bearing on the breast the 
words "Shamrock, R. U. T. C." The 
same words appear on the yacht's stern. 


The yacht is commanded by Captain 


Hogarth, who is assisted by Captain 
Wrige and Navigator Hamilton. The 
yacht had Jight westerly and northwest 
winds. The Erin towed her about 2000 
miles. She sailed something more than 
1200 
miles. The best day's run under 


canvas was 268 knots. Most of the tow- 
ing was done after passing the Azores, 
Aug. 9.

tained in them convinced him that they 
had been inspired by someone closely 
connected with the 
Dreyfus 
affair. 


''They could not," he added, "be at- 
tributed to the Dreyfus family while 
they contained expressions familiar to 
De Clam, whom it would be interesting 
to hear on the subject." Witness next 
said he asked permission to inquire into 
the sources of the articles, but was for- 
bidden to interfere in any way whatever. 


Describing his interview with General 


Gonse, Sept. 15, Picquart said: ."When 
I asked General Goase for permission to 
continue the investigation, insisting on 
the danger of allowing the Dreyfus fam- 
ily to proceed with their investigation 
alone, the general replied that it was 
impossible in his opinion and in the opin- 
ion of General de Boisedeffre and the 
minister of war to reopen the 
affair. 


When I pressed the point, m order to 
make General Gonse understand that 
nothing could prevent its reopening if it 
could be believed Dreyfus was innocent, 
General Gonse replied: 'If 
you 
say 


nothing, nobody will know.' 


" 'General,' I replied firmly, 'what you 


tell me is abominable. I do not know 
what I shall do. But I won't carry this 
secret with me.' " (Great sensation.) 


"I at once left the room," added the' 


witness. "That is what occurred. 
I 


know my account is disputed, but I 
positively swear it," said Picquart, as he 
emphatically smote the bar in front of 
the witness box and looked in the'direc- 
tion of the generals. 


Maltre Demange's cross examination 


compelled General Mercier somewhat 
reluctantly to enumerate 
the secret 


documents submitted to the first court- 
martial. 
Among them was the "cette 


canaille de D—." 


When asked why the commentary of 


Guenee was not attached to the docu- 
ment, Mercier replied: 
"It was sup- 


plied for my personal use." 


"Then," said Maitre Demange, tri- 


umphantly, "you must have known 
that that 'D—' could not have meant 
Dreyfus, but did mean Dubois." 


M. Demange asked General Mercier 


why it did not occur to him to append 
to the comments information of the ex- 
istence of the man named Dubois, who 
was suspected of having communicate;! 
information to foreign powers. 


General Mercier replied: 
"Because 


we had discovered that he could not 
have been the author of the documents 
mentioned in the comments." 


"Ah," said Maitre Demange, "be- 


cause you considered that Dubois could 
not be the author after study of the 
dossier of the divulgations, consequent- 
ly you did not reveal the fact that there 
was a person called D—, who might be 
meant." 


General Mercier—Quite so. 
Colonel Picquart's speech of five hours 


Was delivered without notes or leading 
Questions from Maitre Demange, and in 
the most lucid and convincing style. It 
was a tour de force, which in any civil 
court would certainly insure acquittal. 


But Picquart himself is thr object of 


such intense hatred and prejudice at the 
hands of the whole general staff and tine 
bulk of the officers for his integrity, in- 
deppndcnce and utter disregard for mil- 
itary discipline in his search for the 
truth, that the effect of his speech is 
greatly discounted. 


Cnlonel .Touaust treated him disdain- 


fully, in marked contrast to the defer- 
ence he displayed toward Generals Mer- 
cier and Roget. 
It is this evidence of 


partiality, and the fact that, by ac- 
quitting Dreyfus, the courtmartial would 
virtually be convicting their superiors, 
which leads many people to believe that 
he will be recondemned. In any event, 
if he be acquitted, it will have been Pic- 
"uart who saved him. 


EXPANSION 
CONTINUES. 


Scarcity of Iron and Steel Supplies Becoming 


Serious—General Strength ol Prices. 


New York, Aug. 19.—Bradstreet's says: 


The trade situation gathers strength as 
summer wanes. 
Reports of expanding 


fall demand arrive, accompanied 
by 


cheerful advices as to the outlook in 
most parts of the country. 
In manu- 


facturing lines, production appears to 
be at a maximum, and the price situa- 
tion retains most of its old strength. 
Notable in the matteor of added strength 
are most of the cereals, and iron and 
steel in many forms. 
Judging from 


! numerous reports, the scarcity of sup- 


plies of iron and steel is becoming in- 
creasingly serious, supplies of struct- 
ural and shipbuilding material being 
reported inadequate at a ^number of 
points. 


There is an appearance of quiet at 


eastern markets, not shared in, how- 
ever, by western centres, where sales 
are reported large and price advances 
numerous. 
Liberal bookings are re- 


ported for the first quarter of 1900, with 
some southern engagements 
reported 


running as far ahead as autumn a year 
from now. 


A notable exception, to the general 


strength 01 prices is found in raw cotton, 
which has disregarded almost unani- 
mous reports of crop deterioration and 
lost all of last week's advance, owing 
to the issuance of a bearish crop esti- 
mate, which se»ms at least prematurely 
issued. 
The strength of 
the cotton 


goods market is maintained. 


In woolen goods, orders for light- 


weight men's wear goods continue 
heavy, and raw wool, though less active, 
is no less firm, and high'grades are 
particularly well held. 


The advance m boots and shoes seems 


to have been felt but little, and the 
slight gain in leather prices imparts a 
firm tone to hides. 
Most staples, aside 


from those mentioned, are firm and un- 
changed on the week. 


Lumber still reflects activity in build- 


ing, 
and advances at western markets 


are again reported. 


Current railroad earnings show little 


reflection of the falling- of£ in the grain 
movement, and make excellent compar- 
isons with preceding years. 


Most western markets report better 


trade in dry goods, clothing and, in- 
deed, nearly all branches of fall trade.

We have bathed 
in the surf, gathered shells upon the 
shore, and thus whiled away many idle 
hours, hut it was reserved for the bi- 
cycle to make ns really acquainted-with 
those stretches of beach and shore -which 
secrn to have been purposely prepared 
by kind Mother Nature as a glorious 
cycle path. Whether or not she orig- 
inally intended it for wheels, she cer- 
tainly spends a great deal of her time 
in keeping the path in repair, and those 
active servants of hers, wind and wave, 
rain and sun, are kept very busy at 
work upon it all the time. 


This long and varied path stretches 


in its entirety hundreds of miles along 
onr ocean shores and around the borders 
of our great lakes, but the particular 
bit with which \ve became familiar dur- 
ing happy summer weeks, and to share 
iu whose delights I would tempt others, 
is a comparatively small portiou on the 
southern shore of Lake Erie. It begins 
with the extreme end of Cedar point, 
•which with its long arm holds in a por- 
tion of Saiidusky bay, aud extends east- 
ward 15 miles or moro up the shore. 
This sandy shoiw continues all the way 
to Cleveland art£ beyond, but because 
of somo intervening piles of rock QUO 
cannot ride the whole 50 or 60 miles. 
The shorter distance is, however, enough 
for n summer day's rido, especially if 
one takes it comfortably and leisurely 
and appropriates to himself the count-

tige of the Leiter family through her position as vicereine of India, it is 
interesting to learn that the Marchioness of Dufferin, the most popular 
vicereine India ever had, is working quietly in England to better the condi- 
tion of the women of India, in whom she has never ceased to take an inter- 
est. Unlike the daughter of the Chicago dry goods merchant, Lady Dufferin 
went to India with no Paris gowns, for her family and that of her husband, 
while one of the most aristocratic in Great Britain, are land poor. Lady Duf- 
ferin, although not endowed with gold, is the possessor of talents that have 
made her one of the most remarkable women of the time. The Marquis of. 
Dufferin is said to be one of the ablest diplomats of his time. Much of his 
success is due to his brilliant wife, famous as a wit and social leader. 
' He 


has acted as governor general of Canada, vice regent of India and embassa- 
dor to all the great courts in the world. 
The diplomat is a descendant of 


Richard- Brinsley Sheridan. His wife, who was a famous Irish beauty, one 
of the Hamiltons, is said to be in spite of her years one of the most fas- 
cinating women in England. The recent fete given by the marchioness at 
Blackheath for the benefit of the Dufferin fund for supplying medical aid to 
the women of India was honored by the presence of the Duchess of York,. 


the Marchioness of Dufferin being a great favorite not only v.'ith Queen Vic- 
toria, but with all the royal family. During the fete the marchioness and 
the Duchess of York w.ere photographed together. The result is reproduced 
herewith. The duchess, who also gives up a great deal of her time to 
charity, was, as she always is, beautifully dressed, her gown being a pale 
sea green broche with a bodice of lace silk muslin and chiffon niching. On 
her head she wore a toque of old gold and damask roses. The marchion- 
ess, who is noted for the quiet elegance and. good taste of her gowns, was at- 
tired in black figured net over Sevres blue chiffon. Her bonnet was of blue 
chiffon and flowers. Lady Terrence Blackwood, the daughter-in-law of 
the marchioness, is an American girl, having been Miss Flora Davis, daugh- 
ter of a New York millionaire.

TO BE A WORLD POWER 


Harper's Weekly publishes a very im- 


portant article. It professes to give the 
opinions of President McKinley on the 
national policy. On the whole the con- 
tents of the article are not new, but it 
contains one thing that is worthy of 
considerable attention. It credits the 
president with having an eye on China, 
and indicates more clearly the lines 
along which the national policy is to 
be projected if the president of the 
United States and his advisers repre- 
sent the republican party.

PRESIDENT McKINLEY

In the Issue of Harper's Weekly for. 


this weet appears an article written by 
a correspondent at Lake Champlaln 
which purports to reflect the views of 
President McKinley on, some interest- 
Ing questions before the government. 


It has been the invariable rule of 


President McKinley to refuse to be In- 
terviewed on any topic, but he has from 
time to time- chatted with representa- 
tives of the press and permitted them 
to state his opinions In their own lan- 
guage. This he appears to have done 
in the present case, but the corres- 
pondent frankly admits that he draws 
deductions not only from the presi- 
dent's phrases but from what he knows 
of the president's characteristics. These 
conclusions are put forth by the cor- 
respondent as being what he believes 
to be the president's views, and not- 
withstanding the effort taken to dis- 
associate them from official or semi- 
official utterances, the result is inter- 
esting. 


President McKinley is convinced that 


he can put down the Philippine insur- 
rection in a short time. He lays great 
stress on the prospect of a near ending 
of the war, and is naturally looking 
to the future. The prssid -nt bt-lisvts 
that we should keep the islands, sub- 
ject to congressional action. This to 
him is inevitable. He doss not want us 
to leave the islands. 


He thinks that we should be thereby 


not only abandoning our r»spor,sibili- 
ties, but that our action -would l>e a 
confession of weakness, which wwld 
make us an object of derision among 
Europeans, and 
would assure 
the 


Oriental peoples that we are a nation 
quite unworthy of their scrinus con- 
sideration. And it is doubtless a desire 
of the administration to increase our 
commerce in the east. The Philippinfs 
so far as mere commerce is eon^rned 
are not the great flfura in the I-acil'c 
at which the president an-i his advise; a 
a-e locking. The traJe to- china Is : P 
object for which Amer :a,n statesman- 
ship is to struggle. Suon a dream BS 
th.s appeals very sVong'y to the 
typtf-o.1. republican mind, notwithstand- 
ing its antagonism to the logic of r>u- 
tection, and appeals to no one more than 
to the president. Imaginations are fired 
by the conception of the United States 
as a sticng factor in Asia. 


By these consideration® the corres- 


pondent is- led to say that the presi- 
dent believes that we1 shall retain the 
Philippines, keeping troops along the 
seacoa&t of the larger islands; and no 
retaining any single body of troops 
there, regiment or battalion, longer 
than a twelvemonth. 
The presiden 


doubtless believes' that retention of th 
Philippines will make for the best in 
terests of the natives and for the we! 
fare of American commerce; and wha 
makes for these will make for the po 
litical health of the nation. In this be 
lief he thinks he is seconded by th 
majority of the people; and, although 
he will probably say nothing in hi 
next message concerning the future o 
the islands, and will content himself 
with recommendations looking to the 
speedy crushing of Aguinaldo. the cor- 
respondent has not the slightest douot 
that he would willingly go to the peo- 
ple on this issue, provided it could be 
put to them in the manner in which it 
presents itself to him. 


Leaving the president puzzled as1 to 


whether he will be quite able to make 
the public understand the Philippine 
question of the future, the correspond- 
ent passes to Cuba. 


The president recognizes the neces- 


sity of beginning very soom to give 
the Cubans the government of their 
own island. There is no intention, how- 
ever, of making a sudden change, of 
calling a constitutional convention for 
the purpose of arranging at once a 
general scheme of government for the 
island. 


The movement will probably begin in 


cities like Santiago and Mantanzas, 
where municipal governments, resting 
upon the suffrage of the citizens, will 
be established. These self-governing 
localities will be increased as the ex- 
periment justifies itself, until all the 
cities are included. A census la now 
being taken as a preliminary step to 
giving the islanders a government. 


Side by side with this process of es- 


tablishing municipal self-government, 
an experiment in public schools will be 
made. General Wood has a plan of his 
own for the beginning of a free school 
system, which he is soon to put into 
operation in Santiago. After the local 
governments have been established and 
sufficiently tried, there will be an en- 
largement or extension of the politi- 
cal functions of the Cubans. Perhaps 
they will be charged with the task of 
establishing governments for the pro- 
vinces, and at last for the island. Per- 
haps the experiments in municipal ad- 
ministration will justify the govern- 
ment in turning over the whole island 
to its people without the preliminary 
intervention of provincial rule. 


At any rate the idea, is that the new 


government shall develop from the bot- 
tom to the top, and shall not be turned 
out ready made by aconstitutional con- 
vention. It is the confident belief of 
the administration that Congress is 
solely responsible for the government 
of all our neiw possessions, that they 
come within the purview of the con- 
sttutional provision which gives to Con- 
gress alone the right to make all rules 
and regulations for the government of 
the territories of the United States, so 
that we are likely to have a renewal of 
the discussion as to whether Congress 
in doing so is bound by all the limi- 
tations of the constitution. 


As to other conclusions this is a sum- 


mary:—

A 
number of visitors form Western Mas- 
sachusetts are expected to be in camp 
Sunday. Friday will be "Governor's 
day," and many visitors will be in the 
camp.

On State Street Pavement by New 


System of Grouting 


The work of laying the concrete on 


State street preparatory to putting in 
the brick pavement was begun this 
morning, and a large crowd spent most 
of the day in watching the1 workers. 
The method of doing the work differs 
from, that used here in former years. 
All the i-rushed stone and sand to be 
used on, the east side of the street has 
been placed there, so that the workmen 
simply wheel it to the mixing board 
from the end of the long piles, and IVSLVR 
a very short distance to carry it with 
no delay in waiting and fresh supplies 
to be brought. 


A n&w method will he adopted In the 


pavement this year to prevent roaring. 
Asphaltic pitch, grouting will be used 
along the curbing, and a quarter inch 
joint of it will be put across the street 
at intervals of 30 feet, making a sort of 
net work of pitch grouting for the 
whole pavement. This has beem tried 
in many larger cities, and has been 
found to work well in pr&venting the 
roaring that is noticeable on *h& /»M.-,J 
paved streets in this city.

"MODERN NAVAL HOSPITAL'. 


Old Structure at Mare Island I» Be- 


ing Replaced. 


To meet the great growth of the na- 


val establishment on the Pacific coast, 
with its consequent augmented num- 
ber of sick soldiers to care for, the 
old naval hospital at the Mare Island 
navy yard, -which was almost destroy- 
ed by earthquake several years ago, is 
now being replaced by a large modern 
structure, which, in addition to pro- 
viding increased accommodations, will 
represent the highest type of a spe- 
cialized building adapted for giving 
the greatest comfort to the man be- 
hind the gun, who, for various rea- 
sons, is prone to temporary incapacity 
and In need of medical treatment. 


It is the first of the naval hospitals 


to include within its walls a chapel, 
this feature being cited as an indica- 
tion of the exhaust iveness of its ar- 
rangements. 
The new building, ac- 


cording to a Washington dispatch to 
the St. Louis Republic, is exceedingly 
picturesque in its situation, command- 
ing from an eminence the broad sweep 
of Carquina strait and the busy navy 
yard. It is an imposing structure of 
two complete stories and basement, 
with 260 feet front, the central portion 
behind the portico being devoted to 
administration and the two wings with 
the hood shaped porches being given 
up to wards with beds for 100 pa- 
tients. 


In the rear is a separate building 


connected by a covered way on each 
story with the main building. 
This 


smaller structure contains the kitchen 
and lavatories below, the dispensary 
and operating rooms on the first floor 
and the chapel in the upper story. 
There are dressing rooms for minor 
cases at the extremities of each of the 
main wings. 
Attached to the wards 


and in the upper part of the central 
structure there are private rooms for 
invalid officers. The operating rooms 
are the acme of antiseptic cleanliness 
and whiteness, with the apparatus and 
devices of the latest practice, present- 
ing every assurance of success to ev- 
ery operation, however serious. 


The material used in construction is 


principally wood, stone and brick not 
being adapted to resisting earthquakes. 
Puget sound (Oregon) pine is used in 
all concealed work, while California 
redwood is presented in all exposed 
work, interior and exterior. 
Much of 


the exterior paneling and the columns 
are covered with rough cast pebble 
stucco. There is to be installed a large 
electric elevator for carrying patients 
from floor to floor, and there will be 
electric lighting and power.

heat is used throughout, and hot wa- 
ter is conducted to all the rooms.

Pressed Veal.

Everything about this lunch should be 


suggestive of coolness, as it is planned 
for one of our hottest days. To this end 
darken the dining-room. Have the room 
decorated with ferns growing in pots, 
and with bunches of ferns gathered from 
Ihe woods. Place upon the center of the 
table a low dish of the feathery maiden- 
hair. Have at each plate glasses of 
Chipped ic-3, over which will be poured 
whatever drink may be served—either, 
milk, tea, or lemonade. The drinks may 
be ice-cold, nut the sight of the ice in the 
glasses w'.il make them more tempting 
than as though the cold were not visible. 
Ferns are always suggestive of the cool 
shady nooks of the woods, and are espe- 
cially suitable for hot weather decora- 
tions. 


PRESSED VEAL. 


Boil a shoulder of veal until every bit 


of skin and gristle can be removed, sav- 
ing all the very smallest bits of meat. It 
is a tedious task, but well repaj's the 
pains taken. Place all the meat thus 
collected •while warm into a chopping 
bowl, and season well with salt, peppei 
and butter. 
Chop quite fine and press 


firmly into any dish that will give the 
shape of a loaf of cake -uhen it is cold. 
Set on the ice over night. When ready 
to serve it, slip a knife around the edge 
of the meat, and turn out on a platter. 
With a very sharp knife slice very thin, 
still leaving- it in the loaf shape. Place 
it on a bed of lettuce leaves garnished 
with the small radishes in reel and white. 
The radishes may be cut in fancy shapes. 


LEMON JELLY. 


For making the jelly, follow the direc- 


tions given on the package of gelatine 
used. After making, set away on the 
ice for several hours to harden, using 
more gelatine accordingly for hot 
weather tiian for cold. When ready to 
serve, cut the solid gelatine into cubes 
and pile carelessly in small glass dish- 
es at each plate. This is to be served 
•nith meat. 
TOMATO AND CUCUMBER SALAD. 
Take the tomatoes and cucumbers from 


the ice, and cut them into small pieces 
and put them into a gass dish in alter- 
nate layers, and serve with any dress- 
ing 
preerred, either mayonnaise or 


French. 


A GOOD FRENCH DRESSING. 


One-half tcaspoonul salt, a little pep- 


per, 
two tablespoonfuls of vinegar and 


four tablespoonfuls olive oil. Mix to- 
gether the dry ingredients, add the oil 
slowly, stirring thoroughly, and then the 
vinegar, still stirrincr all thoroughly. 


VANILLA ICE CREAM. 


One quart of scalding milk poured 


s'.ow iy over three beaten eggs and two 
cups of sugar. Return to the fire and 
cook fifteen minutes in a dish set in 
boiling water. When cool, add one pint 
of cream (new, rich milk will be very 
satisfactory and is better for children) 
and flavor with vanilla. Freeze in the 
usual way. 


WHITE MOUNTAIN CAKE. 


One cup sugar, one-half cup butter, 


three egg?, one-half cup milk, tv.-o cups 
of flour, into which is sifted two tea- 
spoonfuls cream of tartar and one tea- 
spoonfu soda. Flavor with almond.

Free the meat from skin and bone and 


cut it into small dice. For each pint 
make a French dressing with four table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil, one tablespoonfuli 
of plain or tarragon vinegar, one-half oC 
a leaspoonful salt, and one-quarter of a. 
teaspoonful of white pepper, and with 
it thoroughly marinate the meat. Set 
aside in a cold place for an hour or more. 
that it may be thoroughly impregnated" 
with the dressing. If there are any cold 
vegetables pour boiling water en them 
to rinse off any previous sauce or dress- 
ing drain and marinate separately with 
the French dressing. Arrange a bed 
of lettuce or other green salad on a plat- 
ter, pour on it the meat and garnish with 
the vegetables.

MUSTARD PICKLE. 


Take four quarts of vinegar, one cup- 


ful of mustard, one tablespoonful of 
olive oil, one tessijoonful salt, and one- 
half of a tablespoonful of turmeric pow- 
der. l.Iix together and let stand for a 
week. Then take 150 small cucumbers, 
three heads of cauliflower, one quart of 
small, white onions, one pint of nastur- 
tium pods, throe heads of celery and, 
soa.k over night in strong brine. Steam 
the vegetables, except the cucumbers, 
until tender, add the vinegar mixture 
and let stand for onp week. Then put the 
liquid in a kettle and heal slowly. Mix 
one cupful of brown sugar and one-half 
of a cupful of cornstarc-h with a little 
of the hot liquid, add it to the contents of 
the kettle, stir until it is thickened 
smoothly, and boil 10 minutes, add one- 
quarter of .1 teaspoon ful of cayenne 
and pour it over the pickles. 


SPICED PEACHES. 


To seven pounds of paach.es allow four 


pounds of sugar, two ounces of stick, 
cinnamon, one ounce of whole cloves anci 
one pint of vinegar. Rub the down off 
all the peaches and put them in a larga 
stone jar with the spices tied in bags. 
Boil the vinegar and sugar together for 
five minutes and pour it over the peaches 
and spice. Do this for three days in 
succession, then put all in a kettle and 
cook slowly until th* oeaclw« are *-"•« 
der.

ground mustard, two quarts of strong 
cider vinegar, one-half of a cupful of 
salt. Peel and cut up the cucumbers, 
mix wiith the cabbage and sprinkle oveiri- 
them the salt; let stand one hour, then 
drain. Mix the ground mustard with a 
little of the vinegar, and scald the re- 
mainder of the vinegar; when hot, add 
the mixed mustard and let it sirnmep 
10 minutes. Partly cook the vegetables, 
with the exception of the cabbage, cu- 
cumbers and peppers. When this is dona 
and the salted vegetables drained, put all 
together in the hot vinegar, and boil 
five minutes.

: 


Put one tab'.espoonful of butter and! 


one-half of a cupful of milk in a sauca 
pan and heat to a boiling poin-t. 
Add 


quickly one-half of a cupful of dry flour 
an>! stir until the mixture becomes a 
thick, smooth paste; take from the fire 
and set aside until quite cool. Add th« 
beaten yolks of two eggs, one-quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt and one table- 
spoonful of finely chopped parsley and 
bent until thoroughly mixed.

Forecasting the Progress of Invention. 
There is another direction in which 


the airship would be seriously defective, 
and this is almost always overlooked, 
*nd that is in the matter of makinp 
landings. Being a largo body, it wouh!

in any direction could not fee arrested iu 
a very short apace of time; therefore it 
could not make a landing within a lim 
ited area. In a dead calm it conld proba 
bly be lowered in nearly a vertical lim, 
and thus make a landing in a contract 
ed space, but if the wind were blowing 
even at a moderate velocity the cast 
woukLba.difforent As the wind is n) 


ways blowing more or less, and as it fre- 
quently changes its course in a few sec- 
onds, the ship would be tossed about 
quite lively before it reached the ground. 
If it came down at the rate of 300 feet 
per minute, which is a high velocity, 
and the wind were blowing at the rate 
of ten miles per hour, the side drift 
would be three times as great as the 
vertical descent, and if this were coun- 
teracted by imparting a velocity to the 
ship f^;al to that of the wind and op- 
posei^o it the side drift would be 
doubled if the direction of the wind 
should suddenly reverse. It musb there- 
fore be evident that to be able to make 
a landing safely, without running the 
risk of colliding with church steeples 
and modern skyscrapers, it would be 
necessary to have a large open space.—

An article in the 
Sunday Democrat was entirely mis- 
leading, unjust and quite liable to have 
injurious effects. I ask it for the good 
citizens of our town who feel aggrieved. 
\ ask It for the good people whose early 
life was moulded here and who have 
gone to fill honorable'*places in other 
communities, and for all who are in- 
terested in the welfare of the town, 
and especially for the families of young 
people who are growing up here, with 
good promise of abilities for filling posi- 
tions of honor and trust. 


That intoxicating liquors are sold 


here is not to be denied. This gveat 
evil of intemperance in strong drink is 
general.

There is no trouble about the 
effect of Berkshire at first-hand. It al- 
ways masters the lover of nature, and 
makes him an admirer forever, as Scot- 
land does, and Switzerland, and Italy. 


To know Berkshire is to love it. To 


love it re to feel a sort of proprietor- 
ship in il, pride in its glories, a joy in 
its beauties, such as owners have in 
their estates, and patriots in their> na- 
tive land. He who was born here, chr.gs 
to the sol! which ho saves, or reverts to 
it if he moves from it, with a New Eng- 
land steadfastinpss, 
as- intense 
and 


deep as a moral principle. He who 
visits Berkshire is almost certain to 
visit again and yet 
once more. 
He 


would fain revel in the old delight of 
Tir nnd ?cene and influence. He believes 
he has not exhausted the possible ex- 
periences to be found in this spot. And 
<;o thr charm grows, and a sense of be- 
lopcjincf to thesoil. and the belief thnt 
thpj-p is nowhere the like of this hievtl 
of tonic air and restful scenery of wild 
nature and cultivated land, 
of 
hi11, 


country and broad plain. 


Probably ever lo\ er 
of 
Berkshire 


has his o\\n views as to the finest ap- 
P'-oru h to the enchanted country; and 
there are many thing's to be said for 
every one of them. 


Thf>re is a peml'ar romance about 


the Williamslown nortnls to the coun- 
ty, for that v> as once the gateway by 
which the old Indian trail entering 
from the weplv>nrd, find trodden by 
many a war party and many a squad 
of dusky hunters, lr-u down to the Oon- 
nftcticut and lions-atonic volleys. Ono 
can hardly commend the eastern, gate- 
waj's to the ppehanted country. For 
though they are rufigrxl, and wild and 
picturesque, they deny to the \\avfarer 
that definite sense of entrance which 
so much adds to the enjoyment of com- 
ing to a famous region. 


Perhaps if suddenness and surprise 


are what are sought, the sensation 
might bp depended on if one entered 
by way of Hoosae tunnel. But there are 
drawbacks to the experience of being 
hurled at grand and impressive fsenery 
out of a hole. 


It is hard to do iuslice to this cli- 


matic charm without seeming to drop 
into unqualified panegyric, 
in which 


altitude one is immediately suspected 
of sppcial pleading and remunerated 
enthusiasm. But the truth must xbe 
told about the air of Berkshire, even 
at the risk 'f seeming partisanship and 
an excess of adiectives. It comes n°ar 
to being ideal. Yet it is more than like!-/ 
that the stranger will begin by think- 
ing- it is not so very different from anv 
climale he has been used to. It 's 
tonic. But the stimulation in pait is 
not like that which comes from the 
'uine when it is red; it is rat'.ier like 
tlip draught at the wayside Earing to 
the hot ancl thirsty wayfarer. It is not 
aggressive: jet is acocmplished things. 
Tired people do not realize that it is 
effecting them until, after a fortnight 
of it. they beerin to wake without any 
"tired feeling." 


The things here set down are true 


of Berkshire at any and all seasons. Its 
attractiveness is not a remittant trait. 
Its charm begins in the spring and 
lasts to the winer's end. For those who 
love a real winter, with crisp, frosty 
airs, roaring winds, snowfalls and icy 
ponds, the chime of the sleigh-bells and 
the musical crunch of the fotsteps on 
the trodden snow, Berkshire will al- 
ways be fascinating.
